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Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: Applicant argues that Huang does not teach determining a cycle number of a particular transmission cycle. 
However, examiner disagrees. Huang teaches transmitting in a repetitive cycle. This determines a cycle number as that particular 
repetitive cycle can be every other cycle, every 3rd, 4th cycle etc. Applicant further argues that Nakano does not teach transmission 
sequence is composed of one or more sequences composition of which depends on the cycle number. However, examiner disagrees. 
Nakano teaches amount of isochronous data which is real-time data included depends on amount of real-time that need to be transmitted. 
Therefore composition of each partial sequence is different for each cycle and depends on the particular transmission cycle. The cycle 
number is determined as a repetitive cycle by Huang. The data is transmitted in this particular cycle and the sequence is different for each 
cycle depending on amount of data that need to be transmitted. 
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
